JERUSALEM, May 8 (AP)— 
Jerusalem’s cease-fire, agreed to 
by both Arabs and Jews to allow 
negotiations for a permanent 
truce in the Holy City, went into 
effect today. In the first hour, 
not a shot was heard, 

The Jewish Agency said it 
learned talks for the permanent 
Jerusalem truce would begin to- 
morrow, The Jewish terms are: 
Free access from Jewish Tel Aviv 
to the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem 
and deportation of foreign Arab 
fighters from the Holy City, 

Meanwhile, in Cairo, a com- 
munique issued by “Command 
Volunteers, Southern Front Pal- 
estine, said Egyptian volunteers 
had penetrated about 30 miles into 
the Holy Land. 

“Our forces penetrated the fron- 
tiers and held their posts without 
casualties,” the communique said. 
“Some forces rushed to the north- 
ern part of the front to help the 
Arabs repulsing a Jewish attack

Haganah, 
the Jewish militia, issued a cease- 
fire order at 11 a.m., an hour be- 
fore the deadline. 

N. Truce Group Present. 

Cunningham talked with the 
United States, French and Bel- 
gian consuls general, who make 
up a special United Nations truce 
commission, to explain the devel- 
opments. A Government state- 
ment said Cunningham asked and 
was promised their co-operation. 
The truce commission had at- 
tended the Jericho meeting. 

Belief was expressed in some 
quarters that Arab and Jewish 
eaders have given the truce com- 
mission their terms for peace not 
22 in Jerusalem, but in all Pal- 
estine.

Month, Organize in 
Preparation for Elec- 
tion Monday of Presi- 
dent of Republic. 


ROME, May 8 (AP)—Italy’s 
first postwar Parliment met and 


organized today in preparation for 
its election Monday of a President 
of the Republic, 

‘Each of the two houses chose 
its own president in today’s first 
sessions. The Chamber of Depu- 
ties picked GioVanni Gronchi, 61- 
year-0ld Christian Democrat. The 
Senate named Ivanoe Bonomi, 75, 


of the now defunct Demo-Laborist 
party, who has been Premier 
three times. 

Communist or Communist- 
backed candidates composed the 
opposition. They were defeated 
314 to 164 in the Chamber and 198 
to 111 in the Senate, indicating 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi’s anti- 
Communist majority in parliment. 

Assembley’s Ex-Head Loses. 

Gronchi won over Ferdinando 
Targetti, member of the pro-Com- 
munist Socialist party. Bonomi de- 
feated Umberto Terracini, Com- 
munist ex-president of the Con- 
stituent Assembly. 

The chamber chose as vice pres- 
idents Ferinando Targetti, leftwing 
Socialist; Giuseppe Fuschini, 
Christian Democrat; Gaetano 
Martino, Liberal, and Giuseppe 
Chiostergi, Republican. Similar 
posts in the Senate went to Mauro 
Scoccimarro, Communist; Antonio 
Alberti, Christian Democrat; Salva- 
tore Aldisio, Christian Democrat, 
and Enrico Mole, leftist coalition. 
In the Senate, 330 members 
were present, 516 
attended the firét Chamber ses- 
sion. There werd 21 scattered or 
blank ballots in the Senate and 48 
in the Chamber, 

The Chamber of Deputies held 
its ceremony in Montecitorio Pal- 
ace. Mario Longhena, anti-Com- 
munist Socialist, served as tempo- 
rary president since he was the 
oldest member. The Senate met 
a few blocks away in the ancient 
Palazzo Madama, with Nino 
Ronco, independent, as temporary 
president. 8 

End of Constituent Assembly. 


The Parliament was chosen in 
the April 18 election when De Gas- 
peri’s Christian Democrats beat 
the Communist-dominated Popu- 
lar Front. It replaces the Con- 
stituent Assembly which has func- 
tioned as Italy’s legislature since 
it Was named some two years 
ago, at the same time the people 
voted to.do away with the mon- 
archy aud set up a republic. 

In the Chamber of Deputies 
the Christian Democrats have 303 
of the 674 seats. They eventually 
will have 306 or 307, the press of- 
fice of the Interior Ministry 
said. Final composition awaits 
selection of the last few members 
under the complicated system of 
proportional representation. How- 
ever, these will make little dif- 
ference in the already announced 
seats of the various parties. 

The Christian Democrats have 
129 Senate seats and the Popular 
Front 73—one less for each than 
the totals Interior Minister Mario 
Scelba announced after the elec- 
tions last month. Two Senators 
who also were elected’ to the 
chamber chose to serve in the lat- 
ter body. 

In addition to elected senators, 
107 have been named by right of 
services, and another five will 
named by the new President of 
the Republic. These, together with 
the two who have gone to the 
chamber and will have to be re- 
placed and Enrico de Nicola, who 
as past President of the Republic 
will serve as senator for life, will 
increase the total senate member- 
ship to 3650. 

The new Parliament was elected 
for five years. It met on the 
„100th anniversary of national par- 
liamentary institutions in Italy. 
Italy's first parllament opened in 
Turin, May 8, 1848, under King 
Carlo Alberto.

In general they pledge the na- 
tions receiving American help to 
these three points: 

1. Each country agrees to live | 
up to the purposes of the recov- 
ery act with the understanding 


that if it does not do so Amer- 
ican ald will be cut off. 


2. Each country specifically 
declares it is already engaged 
in continuous efforts to make a 
success of the joint European 
Recovery Program. 


3. Each country promises that 
it will set aside in its currency 
sums “commensurate” with the 
dollar value of free American 
aid. The deposits are to be avil- 
able for administration of Amer- 
ican aid missions abroad and for 
any other purposes on which the 
United States and the receiving 
country agree. 

In the’ joint announcement by 
the State Department and the 
Economic Cé-operation Adminis- 
tration, it was stated that the 11 
member nations which have ex- 
changed notes with the United 
States are Britain, France, 
Sweden, Austria, Denmark, Ice- 
land, Eire, Italy, Luxembourg, The 
Netherlands and Norway. 


The announcement said that 
notes had not been exchanged as 
of today with Greece, Portugal, 
Switzerland, Turkey and the west- 
ern zones of Germany.

AGREEMENT MADE TO DIVIDE 
GERMAN ASSETS IN SPAIN 


MADRID, May 8 (AP)—Spain 
and the United States, France and 
Britain today agreed on how to 
dispose of German private assets 
in this country. The assets are 
estimated roughly at 600,000,000 
pesetas, about $55,000,000 at the 
official exchange rate. 

The agreement, fruit of 17 
months of negotiations, will be 
signed Monday. It commits Spain 
to expropriate, liquidate and di- 
vide properties of all Germans 
not resident in Spain. A Spanish 
decree will confiscate these prop- 
erties and set up liquidation ma- 
chinery. . 

Spain will receive about $14,000,- 
000 from sale of German assets. 
This settles all claims pending 
between the Spanish and German 
states. 

The remaining $41,000,000 will be 
divided among Albania, the United 
States, Australia, Belgium, Cana- 
da, Denmark, Egypt, France, the 
United Kingdom, Greece, India, 
Pakistan, Luxembourg, Norway, 
New Zealand, The Netherlands, 
Czechoslovakia, Union of South 
Africa and Yugoslavia.

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
Dr. Edward U. Condon has ap- 
pealed to President Truman to 
make public a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation letter reporting on 
Condon’s loyalty. 


The Department of Commerce 
released today an exchange of let- 
ters between Condon and Secre- 
tary of Commerce Charles Saw- 
yer, in which the atomic scientist 
asked Sawyer to make his views 
known to Truman, j

Cordon told Sawyer that “I am 
complete presentaiion of all the 
facts.” 

Condon, 46 years old, is director 
of the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards. A House un-American ac- 
tivities subcommittee has accused 
him of being one of the weakest 
links” in the nation’s atomic se- 
curity. It said also Condon has 
associated “knowingly or unknow- 
ingly” with alleged Soviet espion- 
age agents.

Funds for 
the program would be provided 
by tax-exempt bonds issyed by the 
Veterans Administration. 

This program, the national com- 
mander asserted, would permit 
veterans to obtain housing with 
material savings in interest and 
other expenses. The interest rate 
for federal housing loans would 
not exceed 3 per cent a year, he

that the Greeks enjoy “majority rule, parlia- 
mentary procedure, freedom of speech, press and 
assembly, and respect for the decency of man 
and dignity of his faith.” 

The New York Herald Tribune called that 
statement “a dose of eyewash,” and current 
events certainly seem fo bear it out. Americans 
do not want the Greeks to be incorporated into 

the Communist network, but this hardly is to be 
prevented by painting black white. Mr. Gris- 
wold’s efforts should be on the side of democ- 
ratizing Greece.

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Judge Dreman’s Good Work 

County Judge C. C. Dreman of St. Clair 
county is doing so well in behalf of honest elec- 
tions that everyone is expecting him to keep 
right on. He appointed 25 civic and business 
leaders as his agents to tour the precincts on 
primary day and to report to him on what they 
found. In Precinct 12 they found election of- 
ficials who were “too tired” to recount the bal- 
lots when they were asked to do so because of 
‘seeming irregularities. A count of the ballots 
conducted by the court last week showed twice 
as many Republican votes counted as there were 
applications for Republican ballots. The result 
is that for this and other irregularities five East 
St. Louis precinct officials -have been found 
guilty of failing to do their duty and have been 
sentenced to jail terms. 

But Judge Dreman did not content himself 
with sentencing these faithless primary officials. 
He ‘applied a notable decision of the Illinois 
Supreme Court which he quoted as follows: 

The imposition of a fine is only a slight 
deterrent to the repetition of those offenses, 
for we must recognize that any fine imposed 
would, in all probability, be paid by un- 

named persons, more vitally interested in 
effecting the fraud than were the respon- 
dents and at whose instigation the respon- 
dents undoubtedly acted. 

In other words, the St. Clair County Judge as 
good as said that these precinct officials were 
only doing someone else’s bidding and that fin- 
ing them would be no punishment at all. Here 
is something for the next St. Clair county grand 
jury to look into searchingly. The work of 
public-spirited grand juries in St. Clair county 
will receive more support now that Louis P. 
Zerweck's tenure as State’s Attorney is on its 
way to a close. 
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As for Judge Dreman, he will find many other 


opportunities to continue his good work. Issues 
remain unsettled in the wake of the primary and 
it is a source of satisfaction to know that he and 
not some slave of.the McGlynn machine is 
charged with enforcing the election laws. 
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Who Wants High Tariffs? 


Business men were once champions of protec- 
tive tariffs, but many of them now favor mutual 


tariff reduction. Defending the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreement Act before a House subcommittee, 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
through Earl. O. Shreve, its president, hoped 
there will be no amendment “which may nullify 
the advantages in the present system of negotia- 
tion and administration.” This sounds like a 
tactful way of begging Congressmen to drop the 
idea of subjecting every trade agreement to con- 
‘gressional logrolling. : 

On behalf of the No. 1 farm organization, 
President Allan B. Kline of the American Farm 


Bureau Federation testified that reciprocal trade 


“is in the best interests of our domestic écon- 
omy, as well as being an absolute necessity in 
‘dealing with the present international situation.” 

The CIO supports this policy. It rejects the 
scare. propaganda that American wages need 
protection from foreign competition. Ags the 
most efficient industrial nation, the United 


States stands to gain greatly from freer trade, 


and the alleged incidental losses are mostly fic- 
titious. Pleas for protection are not very im- 
pressive from the chemical and glassware indus- 
tries, which had 17 per cent profits last year, or 
from. woolen and cotton goods, whose profits 
were 21 and 36 per cent. 7 j

Harold Stassen called on his party a year ago to 
recognize that “a high-tariff policy no longer 
suits America.” Reciprocal trade is a main pil- 
lar of the bipartisan foreign policy, 
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Why Not Go All the Way? 
Good so far as it goes—that is a fair appraisal 
of the resolution in Congress to reform the elec- 
toral college by which the presidential vote is 
reckoned. ' 
If the amendment proposed by Senator Lodge 
and Representative Gossett is submitted and 


ratified by 36 states, it will prevent the repeti- 


tion of such a situation as .resulted from the 
presidential election of 1888. In that year, 
Grover Cleveland, running for re-election, won 
a popular vote majority, but lost the electoral 
college. This was possible because Cleveland's 
opponent, Benjamin Harrison, carried populous 


states by narrow margins and so won their entire 


electoral votes. 

The pending resolution would make this im- 
possible. It would do so by pro-rating the elec- 
toral votes by states according to the popular 
vote within the states. For example, assume 
that a state has four electoral votes. Assume 
also that Nominee A receives 300,000 popular 
votes to 100,000 for Nominee B. Then Nominee 
A would receive @ electoral votes and Nominee 
B would receive 1 electoral vote. 

This obviously is a great improvement in that 
it removes one dt the major dangers of the elec- 
toral college. But it would leave another dan- 
ger. This is the danger that a third party candi- 
date would prevent à majority for any one of 
the three nominees 4nd thus throw the election 
into the House of Representatives. This is the 
monkey wrench which some of the Southerners 
would like to exploit this year. 

It would be better to get rid of the electoral 
While Congress 
is at it, the wisest course is to go all the way. 
Many Americans would like to see the amend- 
ment revised to do the job thoroughly. Since 
the resolution has favorable reports in both 


House and Sen&te, any amending will need to be 


done soon. 
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Work for Many Hands 


The British Government, it appears, was a lit- 
tle disturbed by The Hague gathering at which 
Winston Churchill issued yet another stirring 
appeal for a federated Europe. The pres- 
ence of several Labor party officials among the 
delegates from more than a score of countries 
made it clear that London is not averse to this 
noble purpose, but it did frown on the unofficial 
nature of the assembly. , 

Yet non-governmental meetings like this one 
and the recent Paris meeting of Socialists from 
all over the continent may do more for the es- 
tablishment of a United States of Europe than 
dozens of official conferences. When diplomats 
get together, they are liable to be preoccupied 
with a hundred dividing irritants, questions of 
boundaries, tariffs, quotas and the like, all of 
which play up the difficulties rather than the 
advantages of union. On the other hand, men 
who do not carry portfolios are more free to 
raise their eyes from current toil and trouble to 
the sunlight on the hills ahead. : 


There are those who will argue that the 


various, separate movements for a united Europe 
are a waste of effort which could be avoided if 
the matter were left to the governments con- 
cerned. But this is not necessarily so. Perhaps 
governments may be induced to move only by 
the pressures coming from these groups. The 
Socialist meeting, for example, resulted in set- 
ting up in Paris a permanent organization to 
work for federation. 2 
The task is great enough for many hands. 
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Still They Have Fires Aloft 


Thé 300-mile-an-hour DC-6 should “demon- 
strate the highest standards of airline safety, 
dependability and passenger comfort” upon its 
return to service, according to a joint announce- 
ment made last March 8 by Douglas Aircraft 
Co. and /four major operators of that airliner. 
A few days later this luxury plane returned to 
service after having been voluntarily grounded 
for four months as a result of the Bryce Canyon, 
Utah, disaster of Oct. 24, and another fire which 
caused an emergency landing at Gallup, N. M., 
on Nov. 11. 

Modifications intended to eliminate the fire 
hazards. were made on the 97 four-motored 
planes at a cost exceeding $3,000,000. Airline 
loss in revenue and depreciation charges was set 
at $12,000,000. There can not be any compari- 
son between dollars and lives. Safety must come 
first—ahead of speed, luxury and payload. Soa 
lot of money was spent on the DC-6s and more 
was lost in non-operating time. Yet the result 
is now revealed as far from satisfactory. 

A news report to the Post-Dispatch from its 
Washington Bureau points out that on March 21, 
April 28 and April 29 there were minor fires on 


DC-6s. Cause of the fife was determined in the 


April blazes, but has not yet been determined 
in the third case. The account also points out 
that another luxury giant of the sky, the Lockheed 
Constellation, has had three fires and one pos- 
sible fire since it was grounded in the summer 
of 1946. The fires occurred in 1947 and the 
possible fire last April 5 when “suddenly there 
was smoke in the cabin.” A CAA inspector said 
the smoke came from insulation on a fan motor 
which failed for some undetermined reason. 
Although there have been no lives lost or in- 
juries suffered in these seven instances, they 
point to the need for some greater assurance of 
safety to airline passengers. Satisfied passen- 
gers are not passengers who get even the slight- 
est taste of the most feared peril in air trans- 
portation—fire-in-flight 
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Too Little Building 


In St. Louis, permits were issued last month 
to build new housing for 139 families and to de- 
molish 16 old houses. This is the best record 
since prewar days, but it would take 50 years at 
this rate just to substitute decent housing for the 
74,240 dwellings in the city that were below 
minimum standards of health and safety at the 
time of the 1940 census. And 139 new units do 
not offer much cheer to the thousands of em- 
ployed residents and their families who must 
live in basements or garages, crowded up in fur- 
nished rooms or sharing space with others. 

After a thorough nationwide study, the Senate 
declded that such progress in building is not 
enough and that it is necessary to speed up the 
rate and keep it high for at least 10 years. It 
also decided to attack the root cause of the 
housing shortage by offering the industry some 
incentives to rid itself of obsolete methods. 

To these ends, the Senate has passed the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill, Seeing how inadequately 
the builders are doing their job, the House of 
Representatives should catch the idea that the 
bill is overdue and urgent,

Or is it the expansionist program 
of the Soviet regime, which is partly bound 
up with the Communist International, but 
also closely linked with traditional Russian 
ambitions clearly revealed in the days of 
the Czars? Or is it hunger and despair? 


There is an important distinction be- 
tween those three ideas. It has almost 
been lost, however, in the mounting hyste- 
ria against Commu- 
nism that is sweep- 
ing Congress and the 
American public. 
Even Representative 
Mundt, usually a 
calm and reasonable 
man, betrays the 
familiar confusion in 
his call for “a mod- 
ernized Monroe Doc- 
trine” to oppose Com- 
munist expansion 
anywhere in the 
world. 

Just what sort of — 
expansion does he 
mean? Suppose, for Kan Wu 
instance, that the people of Greece, in a 
peaceful and democratic election, should 
choose a Communist Government for their 
nation. Would the United States step in 
under its “modernized Monroe Doctrine” 
and force the Greeks to give up the Gov- 
ernment they had freely chosen? 


United Nations Pledge 


Would we compel them to accept a more 
conservative regime which did not repre- 
sent the will of the people? 


We are already pledged under the United 
Nationa charter to oppose another kind of 
expansion, the direct military attack of 
One country on another. That type of ex- 
pansion seemed imminent two years ago 
when the Soviets were threatening to send 
their armies swarming over Iran, 


We took a firm position against the 
J. S. S. R. for the first time on that occasion, 


and the effort was stalled. Our opposition 


to expansion of that sort is a general poli- 
cy, not merely a policy directed against 
Russia, 

More difficult to combat is the expan- 
sion by infiltration. The Soviets have per- 


fected a smooth technique for that sort 
of work, as exhibited recently in Czecho- 
slovakia, This maneuver makes it possible 
to take over a nation against the will of 
a majority of its people, by careful organ- 
ization and support of a minority. 


Such methods cannot be met directly. 
They can only be challenged by strength- 
ening the economic stability of a threat- 
ened nation. That means giving people 
enough to eat and a chance to work. 


We have offered to do just that for 16 
nations under the European Recovery Pro- 
gram, and even extended the original of- 
fer to nations behind the Iron Curtain. We 
need have no moral qualms about playing 
such a role. 


That policy puts us on firm ground any- . 


where in the world. It is far different 
from enrolling ourselves in a “holy war 


against Communism,” which Bishop Oxnam 


fears we are about to undertake. 


Fight for Humanity 


If our purpose is to destroy Communism 
itself, then we pledge ourselves to root it 
out by force in Russia, where it has the 
support of the great majority of the peo- 
ple, To be honest we would also have to 
go into Argentina and overthrow the 
Fascist Juan Peron, though he was chosen 
by a majority of his countrymen in a free 
election, 

No, we must reject that kind of crusade. 
We are on bad moral ground when we un- 
dertake to tell any people anywhere that 


they must have the kind of government 


we approve, 

That is precisely what the Soviet propa- 
gandists insist we are trying to do with 
our food and raw materials and money 
loans. That would be both a bad policy and 
a losing policy. 

Our first enemies re hunger, unemploy- 
ment, and despair. When we fight those 
forces we fight for humanity. If we. con- 
quer them we will also stop the spread of 
Communism, for the strongest ally of the 
Kremlin is the empty stomach, to 
force people to give up Communism because 
wé do not like it would be worse than car- 
rying water in a sieve. 

Our objective is to make it possible for 
people to reject Communism of their own 
free will, by helping them to achieve eco-

How High Can Wages 60 


Art Hunn, Executive Secretary, St. Louis AFL Building Trades Council. 
in St. Louis Labor Journal 


During the past eight years there have 
been several rounds of increases in wages 
and indications point to additional in- 
Greases this year. In all fairness to the 
worker it should be agreed that he is en- 
titled to advance his earnings to keep 
abreast of the rising cost of living. 


Everyone favors high wages but, resents 
high costs and, in every instance, the 
worker suffers the loss of an increase in 
wages when the cost of living again soars 
out of reach of his income. 

Since the high cost of living is attributed 
to the increasing of wages it seems impera- 
tive that somewhere along the line labor 
will have to call a halt—to incréase wages 
each year only to have the cost of living 
rise appears to be a vicious circle. 

Responsibility for stabilizing wages and 
Gosts does not rest with labor alone, but 
ig @ problem for labor, industry and Con- 

! to find the solution. The continua- 

of our present methods can only mean 
i on and curtailment of work. 

We can all recall vividly the “good old 

days” when the value of the dollar was in 


. keeping with costs—when a worker earning 


$10 a day could purchase a pair of shoes 
for $6 or $7 but today, with the wages of a 
building tradesman averaging about $16 


at a dinner of Wallace backérs—is 


a day, a pair of shoes costs $15 to $16. 
This certainly.indicates that the value of 
the dollar has decreased in buying power. 

It is the opinion of many labor represen- 
tatives that some system of stabilization 
should be effected in order that the work 
contemplated can continue for a number of 
years, but they are reluctant to be the ones 
responsible for setting up a plan, claiming 
that excess profits are a major contributor 
to the high cost. Until such time as man- 
agement calls a halt on raising prices, the 
public can continue to expect continual 
raises in wages. 

While this situation is of national im- 
portance, it does concern us locally to start 
the ball rolling in the proper direction by 
discussing in our union meetings how far 
we can hope to increase our wages without 
upsetting the economic condition of our 
country—and causing unstabilization—to 
the end that the buyers of our. labor 
through the services we perform, will not 
defer having their work done,

Call Him a ‘Pretty Good Joe He Says 
Soviet Dictatorship Is Worst. 


NEWARK, N. J.,.May 8 (AP)— 
Workmen at a radio parts fac- 


tory learned with surprise yester- 
day that a quiet foreigner work- 
ing at a machine in their midst 
is Jonas Cernius, former Prime 
Minister of Lithuania. 

The 50-year-old onetime head of 
the Lithuanian Government, who 
previously had been chief of staff 
of his nation’s army, came to this 
country on April 18. This week he 
went to work as a $30-a-week be- 
ginner at the Micacraft factory. 

His fellow workers said he is a 
“pretty gocd Joe” who sat at his 
bench and began learning the 
trade quickly, Cernius is a me- 
chanical engineer, 
the University of Bruccels. 

When the man who served as 
leader of his nation’s government 
from March to Nov. 21, 1939, was 
asked how it feels to work in 
overalls, he said quietly: 

“T have seen very dark days.” 

Cernius speaks six languages 
and is also a graduate of the 
French General Staff College. 

„I am so happy to be here,” he 
added. “Everybody is friendly... 
the people are wonderful.” 

He spoke in even, heavily ac- 
cented tones of his grueling ex- 


graduate of 


periences during a year of Rus- 
sian occupation and three years 
under German rule in Lithuania: 

„It is difficult to say which was 
worse—the Red or the Brown dic- 
tators. But maybe the Red was a 
little worse—if someone was de- 
ported to Germany he could be 
found again, but anyone who is 
deported to Siberia—he can never 
be found.“ 

Cernius never heard what hap- 
pened to his brother Michael, de- 
ported in 1941 to Siberia by the 
Russians. His 20-year-old daugh- 
ter died of starvation under Ger- 
man oppression, and he was im- 
prisoned in a German camp, He 
and his son were liberated on May 
2, 1945, when American troops 
reached the Elbe river. 

Cernius was visited yesterday 
by a representative of Midwestern 
College of Hillman, Minn., who 
arranged for the movement of 
Cernius and his family to that 
college town by September. Cer- 
nius will become a member of the 
faculty of political science for the 
forthcoming term. 

Meanwhile, Cernius, who needs 
the money, will continue to report 
to work at 8 a.m. to take his regu- 
lar spot in front of a machine.

U Saw Convicted as Lead - 
er in Machine-Gun Mur- 
der of 7 of Cabinet in 
Attempted Coup.

RANGOON, May 8 (AP)—U Saw, 
prewar Burmese Premier, and five 
other men were hanged at dawn 
today for the machine-gun mur- 


ders last July 19 of seven Cabinet 


members. 


U Saw, convicted ringleader in 
the assassinations and attempted 
coup, was hanged at 5:15 a.m. By 
6:30 the gallows trap had been 
sprung beneath the others. 

The chief victim of the July 
killings was U Aung San, Burma's 
strong man. 

U Saw’: Request Granted. 

„ The dapper, westernized U Saw 
was granted a final request—to be 
hanged alone, He had complained 
—2 = original plan to hang the 

pairs was not dignified. 
Officials permitted this final, face- 
saving gesture. 

While Government motion pic- 
ture cameras whirred, the 47-year- 
old U Saw walked into the court- 
yard, He knelt briefly in Buddhist 
prayer at the foot of the gallows. 
Then he walked up the dirt ramp 
and seconds later the trap flew 
open beneath him. 

The three condemned as the 
actual assassins died on the In- 
sein jail gallows after U Saw. 
They were Thet Hnin, Hmon Gyi 
and Maung Soe. Two others, 
Maung Sein and Yangyl Aung, 
convicted as conspirators, were 
hanged at 14 jail. 

1 six spent their last hours in 
Buddhist prayer. U Saw inter- 
rupted his devotions for 45 min- 


utes with his wife and 18-year-old, 


daughter, His three sentries said 
he appeared unafraid to die. 
U Saw a Jap Collaborator. 

Burma became free of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth only last Jan. 
6, under terms of a treaty signed 
in London Oct. 17, 1947. 

U Saw, Premier in 1940 and 1941, 


was a leader in the independence 


movement and visited the United 
States and Britain to plead his 
case. When he returned in 1942, 
the British arrested him for col- 
laboration with the Japanese. Ex- 
fled to Africa, he came back: to 
Burma in 1946 and emerged as 
the head of the strong Myochit 
party. When the British refused 
to set a date for dominion status, 
he withdrew his party’s members 
from the executive and legislative 
councils. 

Last July gunmen burst into 
the Burmese Cabinet room. A 
blaze of machinegun fire cut down 
Aung San, who was to have been 
first Premier under the republic, 
and Ax of his ministers.

Discouraging Metho

NE of the most discouraging school methods is the one 
that allows children to bund in work but to receive no help- 
ful criticism and correction in return. 


Any lesson assigned by a teacher imposes the obligation 
of correction, criticism, appraisal by her. If this result is not 
forthcoming, the lesson should not have been given. It did 
not promote the growth ot the child, it did not stimulate his 
intelligence, it did not add to his power in any way; but it did 


lay a weight of boredom, discouragement and failure upon him. 


Every lesson assigned must be corrected, rated, returned to 
the child with a word of praise, a word of helpful criticism and 
suggestion. | :

SCHOOL TIME is so precious that none of it can be wasted. 
Childhood and youth and the learning time they offer are all 
too fleeting for any waste whatever. Uncorrected, unrated work 
makes such waste. And there are other wasteful ways prac- 
ticed by some scheol methods. 

“Take out your arithmetic books and work page 17.” No 
prereading, no questioning to make certain of the children’s 
understanding of what they are about, no help whatever. Just 
“go to work.” This is supposed by misguided teachers to make 
pupils self-reliant. Reliant upon what? Ignorance? Helpless- 
ness? That is about all the equipment they have to master the 
pages of the texts. N

READING is the basis of all learning. Before a pupil of any 
age is assigned a page or section of a text, it is the duty of 
the teacher to make certain that he can read and interpret that 
text before he is left to his ignorance and confusion. This is as 
important in arithmetic lessons ag in history, geog- 
raphy, science, philosophy. The pupil must be able to read 


well, think clearly about the subject in hand before the assign- 


ment can do him any good. 

Sound teaching must precede the assignment of a lesson if 
the pupil is to attack it intelligently, use his ability upon it and 
make it part of his thinking from that time forward. Putting a 
book before him without such teaching is like laying the gro- 
ceries on the table and telling the child to go ahead and eat his 
dinner. : 

Before a child is asked to express himself, we should see 
that he has a self worthy of expression. Before we tell a child 
to go to work and be self-reliant, we should make certain he 


has something to rely on beyond his ignorance. The teacher

obligations already undertaken, 
fidelity to pledges already given,” 
are the important things. World 
problems cannot be golved by 
new forms of organization,” he 
said. And lastly, in answer to the 
suggestion that the veto power 
be restricted, with or without Rus- 
sia’s approval, he added that this

How can we expect, then, that 
they would want to establish an 
over-all government in which they 
would have to be represented by 
individuals and in which there 
would be evén less hope of har- 
mony than there is at present? 

I am told that the situation of 
our 13 original states was exactly 
the situation in which the world 
finds itself today, and that it was 
only when a central United States 
Government was established that 
peace and harmony began to 
reign. I do not think the two 
situations are really similar. Even 
with transportation and communt 
‘cation as limited as they were in 

the 1780s, the 13 states had more 
mutual interests and more reason 
for coming together in self-defense 
than has the world as represented 
in the U.N, today.

WE MUST NOT be either dis- 
couraged or surprised that the ed- 
ucation which will make it pos- 
sible for nations to live together 
in peace is slow in taking hold. 
The United Nations is a new con- 
cept, and we are trying to avoid 
the mistakes made under the 
League of Nations.

Egg Yolk Sponge Cake. 

Nine egg yolks, 6 tablespoons 
water, 1 teaspoon orange extract, 
1 teaspoon lemon extract, 1 cup 
plus 2 tablespoons sugar, 1% cu 
cake flour, % teaspoon salt, 1 
teaspoons baking powder. 

Sit flour, and resift 
three times with salt and baki 
powder. Turn egg yolks (warme 
to room temperature) into a 3 
quart mixing bowl or into the 
large bowl of electric beater. Add 
the water and beat until yolks are 
light, thick and lemon colored. 
ow add the flavoring and sift in 
the sugar gradually and continue 
beating until the yolks are n 
thick and light. Sift thé flour into 
yolks gradyally and continue cut- 
ting and fol ing in thoroughly 
until all the flour mixture is 
added. Turn very carefully into an 
ungreased 10-inch tube pan, 

Bake in a moderate oven (350 
F.) for about 50 minutes or until 
the cake when touched lightly 
with the finger tips springs 1 
Remove cake from oven and im- 
mediately invert it until cool. 
When thoroughly cooled, carefully 
loosen from sides ‘and remove 
cake, Spread with Confectioner’s 
icing made by adding 1 table- 
spoons boiling water which has 
been mixed with one teaspoon 
butter and one-half teaspoon van- 
ma and then added to 1% cups 
sifted sugar, firmly packed. Beat 
until smooth. Add more water if 
necessary, to produce a smooth 
spreading consistency. Serves 
from 10 to 12. 

Egg and Asparagus Salad. 

Combine one-half cup mayon- 
naise, one-half teaspoon t, one- 
half teaspoon finely chopped on- 
ion, one teaspoon chopped green 
pepper and one-fourth teaspoon 
prepared mustard in a salad bowl 
and stir just enough to combine 
them. Add one-half cup diced cel- 
ery, and six coarsely diced hard 
cooked eggs and toss very, very 
lightly so as not to break up the 
eggs. Chill. Drop. this mixture 
lightly into lettuce cu on the 
other greens. Drain chilled No. 2 
tin asparagus spears and arrange 
three or four spears of asparagus 
over the egg salad. Garnish with 
thin wedges of tomato. Four serv-
